Stoamors Jay Gould and City of Du­ 
luth Arrlvo. 


A ll day yesterday and lust night the 
steamers Jay Gould and City of Duluth 
besieged the immense fortifications of 
ice which blockaded the entrance to 
the St. Joseph harbor. 


The Itoats arrived off the harbor here 
at H''o'clock yesterday morning.

within -a mile of the lighthouse they 
encountered the big ice Held which 
stretched away to the nort h ¡is far as 
the eye could see and appeared to 
firmly lock the harbor against, ¡til com­ 
merce. 
The frigid atmosphere had 
converted the mass into solid ice and 
the boats were enabled to battle against 
it with greater success than when thoy 
lirst attemlitcd to enter with their car­ 
goes it weclt ago and were driven back 
to Chicago by reason of their inability 
to penetrate the half frozen slush. 


The tug Andy tried to assist in break­ 
ing a course through the heavy ice and 
was occupied until noon yesterday, suc­ 
ceeding in reaching a |»oint opposite 
t he south pier when the effort was 
abandoned. 
The ice is live feet thick 
in placcs and its fast as it was broken it 
accumulated about the boat and having 
up sea room the tug was tillable to 
make satisfactory progress. 


T he 
steamers 
worked 
broadsides, 
several hundred feet 
apart. 
T hey 
backed up a few hundred yards ai d 
then shot forward, pushing their prows 
into the ice with fearful force, 
w h e n 
darkness closed the boats from view 
last night they were w ithin a half m ile 
of the piers. 
Hundreds of persons yes­ 
terday walked out across the ice to 
where the boats were working.

Ja y Could has a cargo of glucose con­ 
signed to the B ig Four railway, and 
some Hour products for the Vatulalia 
railway. 
The C ity of Duluth carries 
grain and Hour for shipment over lnith 
t he B ig Four and the Yandalia.

steamers were aided in their struggles 
against the ice by four heavy charges 
of dynam ite this forenoon. 
They were 
both fast in the ice this morning and 
could not budge an inch until released 
by the dynamite explosion. 


T he boats w ill bcgladly welcomed by 
the stevedores who have not earned a 
cent since the boats last cleared, 10 
days ago.
